2. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) The ganment of claim 1 , wherein the fastemf 
comprisQO fasteners comprise a male component and a female component, the male 
component positioned on one of the first half and the second half of the panel and the 
female component positioned on the other of the first half and the second half of the 
pane). 
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3» (ORIGINAL) The garment of claim 2 wherein the panel comprises a material 
selected from the group consisting of cotton, polyester, rayon, linen, nylon, wool, silk, 
rubber, and combinations thereof.

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12. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) A garment configurable as a single panel or 
interconnected multiple panel garment comprising: 

[[a]] at least one panel of fabric having a first half, a second half, and a 
central opening therebetween, the first half and second half comprising opposing 
longitudinal edges, and having a common foldllne proximate the central opening; and 

a plurality of fasteners, each fastener compriGlng a mo l o oomponont and a 
fema l o oomponont. th e male oompon e nts being positioned proximate the longitudinal 
edges of on e of the first half and the second half of the panel and th e f e mal e 
componQFrtG pocitlonod proximoto tho l ongitudina l edges of tho other of tho flrot half 
a nd th e s econd holf-of tho panol , wherein the ma l e oompon e nts ar e adapted to attach 
to - tho fom ale compon e nts for seouring^ho flrot half of th e pan el to th e se cond half of 
th e p a n el fasteners are configured to secure the first half of the panel to the second half 
of the panel as a single panel garment and to secure adjacent panels together as an 
interconnected multiple panel garment . 

1 3. (ORIGINAL) The garment of daim 12 wherein the panel comprises a material 
selected from the group consisting of cotton, polyester, rayon, linen, nylon, wool, silk, 
rubber, and combinations thereof.

16. (ORIGINAL) The garment of claim 12 wherein each of the first half and second 
half of the panel further comprise a transverse edge opposing the foldline, wherein the 
longitudinal edge of the first and second halves is about 45 inches long and the 
opposing transverse edges are about 60 inches wide. 

17. (ORIGINAL) The ganment of claim 16 wherein the plurality of fasteners comprise 
strips of about 36 inches, the strips having thereon one of the male and the female 
fastener components spaced about two inches apart. 

1 8. (ORIGINAL) The ganment of claim 1 7 wherein the fasteners are snaps. 
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19. (WITHDRAWN) A method of manufacturing a garment for wear by a person, 
the method comprising: 

providing a panel of fabric having a first half, a second half, and a central 
opening therebetween, the first half and second half comprising opposing longitudinal 
edges, and having a common foldline proximate the central opening; 

providing at least one fastener comprising a male component and a 
female component, wherein the male component is adapted to attach to the female 
component; and 

positioning the male component on one of the first half and the second 
half of the panel and the female component on the other of the first half and the second 
half of the panel for attaching the first half of the panel to the second half of the panel. 

20. (WITHDRAWN) The method of daim 15 further comprising providing 
Instructions for wearing the garment 
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21 . (WITHDRAWN) A method of providing warmth to a person, the method 
comprising: 

providing a garment for placement on the person's shoulders, the garment 
comprising a fabric panel having a first half, a second half, and a central opening 
therebetween, and a plurality of fasteners, each fastener comprising a male component 
and a female component, the male components positioned proximate the longitudinal 
edges of one of the first half and the second half of the panel and the female 
components positioned proximate the longitudinal edges of the other of the first half 
and the second half of the panel, wherein the male components are adapted to attach 
to the female components for securing the first half of the panel to the second half of 
the panel; and 

instructing the person to place the garment on the person's shoulders and 
to fasten the male components to the female components for securing the garment 
around the person thereby providing warmth to the person. 
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
